Willis-Lenroot Compromise 
Is 
Accepted

Washington, Dec. 9.—The adm inis­ 
tratio n shipping bill was presented to 
the senate today by the senate com­ 
merce com m ittee, which 
elim inated 
tho M adden am endm ent attached by 
the house and substituted the WiUis- 
l^enroot 
com prom ise, and 
approved 
more than half a dozen other Im port­ 
an t changes. 
Rejection of 
the Madden am end­ 
m ent and approval of the com prom ise 
substitute ended a deadlock which 
bad existed in the com m ittee since it 
began consideration of the m easure 
W ednesday. 
The committee acted after Chtir 
man Lasker of the shipping board 
had appeared before it and had ac­ 
cepted the compromise on being told 
that unless either the Madden am end­ 
ment or the compromise were retain­ 
ed, the bill could not be reported. 
Mr. L asker, previous to his appear­ 
ance before the com m ittee, had de­ 
clared the proposed substitute unsat­ 
isfactory. 
The com prom ise, which was sug­ 
gested by Senator W illis and drafted 
by Senator Lenroot, provides th at the 
approval of congress shall be required 
for an increase in the am ount of gov­ 
ernm ent aid to ship operating compa 
nies over the am ount fixed in the in­ 
itial contract. 
The ^Madden am end­ 
m ent, which P resident H arding a few 
days ago inform ed the senate commie 
tee would jeopardize the whole gov 
em inent aid program, provided for 
government aid through annual appro­ 
priations by congress. 
The other changes made by the sen­ 
ate com m ittee in the bill included: 
Insertion of a provision lim iting the 
total annual aid to be given by the 
governm ent to ship operating com pa­ 
nies to $30,000,000. 
E lim ination of sections giving ves­ 
sel owners income tax exem ptions on 
profits invested in the building of new 
ships and on receipts from tho sale of 
vessels provided these receipts are 
used to build new ships. 
Adoption of a provision that no con­ 
tra c t between the governm ent and a 
ship owner for the extension of gov 
em in en t aid shall extend more than 
15 years.

W ashington, Dec. 9.—T he sentence 
of death has been passed on the Rail­ 
road Labor Board, but it appeared 
certain today there will be a stay of 
execution for at least a year.

President H arding in his m es­ 
sage. 
T he House, under pressure 
could 
accomplish- the m ajor p art of Presi­ 
dent H arding’s program but it would 
avail nothing because of the log jam 
in th e senate. Next week the Senath 
becom es em broiled in a fight over the 
H arding le a k e r ship subsidy bill. The 
resu lt is in doubt, w ith a few waver- 
ing Arotes holding the fate of the bill. 
But the fighting is ce rtain to be pro 
longed and bitter. S enate leaders pri­ 
vately expressed th e opinion 
today 
th a t if the Senate could be 
whipped 
into passing tho ship subsidy bill and 
the ten big supply bills in the ten 
w orking weeks th a t rem ain before 
March 4, they would be Avell satisfied. 
If the president’s program is to be 
carried out, therefore it would appar­ 
ently necessitate an e x tra session of 
th e new 68th Congress, w ith its re­ 
duced Republican m ajorities, immedi 
ately after the expiration of the GT th 
on M arch 4. 
P resident H arding is not in favor o! 
an ex tra session next sum m er. He has 
expressed him self 
em phatically 
on 
this point saying he 
believed 
the 
country 
avos tired of Congress and 
Avas deserving of a good long rest. 
N evertheless, th e p resid en t’s m es­ 
sage will be m ade th e vehicle for a 
new drive for an ex tra session. Sen, 
L aFollette, Republican, W isconsin and 
his so called “progressive lieu ten an ts” 
from the grain belt, w ill conduct th® 
drive. T hey will insist, they said to­ 
day. th a t the urgent need for action 
in tho railroad and agricu ltu ral situ­ 
ations necessitate an ex tra session and 
they will quote from the president's 
m essage to back up th e ir argum ents. 
It m ay be possible, adm inistration 
leaders said today, to carry out in the 
n ext ten weeks portions of th e presi­ 
d en t’s program dealing w ith agricul­ 
tu ral relief, through extension of farm 
credits, and also th e constitutional 
am endm ent prohibiting child 
labo:\ 
The opposition to th ese p arts of his 
program is significant. 
No attem pt, how ever, probably will 
be m ade to open up th e railroad situ­ 
ation. Senator Cum ins, Republican of

people. Whatever events happen in Ireland, so far as the United j 
States is concerned England has done the right thing, and there 
will no longer be any Irish question in America. 
“If Ireland does establish a stable Government she will be 
starting as the most prosperous country that ever became self­ 
governing—she owes nothing and has everything at her com­ 
mand.*' 
According to the new Irish Constitution approved

British Parliament, Ulster has thirty days to decide whether or 
not she will throw in her lot with the FYee State. Ulster made 
that decision long since. Unless there is an eleventh-hour miracle, 
Ulster will not join.

T. H. Parks, ex ten ­ 
sion entom ologist at the Ohio S late 
U n iversity, sta tes that sin ce m ost 
farm ers in Ohio w aited for th ose 
dates, the fly w ill not ne ba l over 
the state as a w hole next year.

“We feel that tardi­ 
ness is an evil which must be stamp­ 
ed out in the Xenia City Schools. ’ 
said Mr. Waltz- “Parents should un­ 
derstand that the Sectional standing 
of pupil* is seriously hindered by 
tardiness and absence. Several pupils 
have been put back from a high sec­ 
tion to a low' section the past month 
because of absence and tardiness.”

JANE ADDAMS 
I 


Sir Phillip Gibbs once introduced 
Jane Addams to a London audience 
art the “groatest-hearted woman in 
tile world.*’ 
Th** English press referred to her 
a* ‘ the foremost woman 
interna­ 
tionalist." 
It was as Jane Addams “of Hull 
House." that she was best known to 
Americans. 
Jane Addams was born at Ceilan 
▼vile, 111., Sept. 6, I860- 
G raduated from Rockford 
Col­ 
lege, she first spent two years in 
Europe; then a year at 
the 
Wo­ 
m en’s Medical College in Philadel­ 
phia. 
Before she had finished hor med­ 
ic a l course she resolved to tfevot o 
her life to social service. 
With Miss Ellen Gates S tarr she 
opened Hull House as a social set­ 
tlem ent center in Chicago, in 1880. 
The original owner of the 
building 
was Charles J. Hull; 
hence 
the 
name. 


Hull House Activities. 
Hull House activities were purely 
social at first, but soon their scope 
broadened. 
Miss Addams 
never 
had much sympathy with theories 
Concrete results were what 
she 
wanted. 
One thing led on to another. 
At the outset Miss Addams un­ 
dertook to educate the poor of tile 
district in which she lived in the 
'u s e of their small incomes to the 
best advantage. 
Aiding them to improve them sel­ 
ves was the next step 
This called for 
betterm ent of 
their working conditions. 
It was a 
campaign which, impressed upon 
her the ne essity of protection for 
women and childre:* »n industry. 
Factory laws, she saw, were re­ 
quired. 


Her Work World-Wide. 


Politics stood iti the way of re­ 
form. so she took a hand in politics 
first Chicago city politics, then tho 
politics of 
the state of illinois, 
then country wide politics. 
By this ti’iie Miss Addams was a 
national character. 
In li>12 she took 
a 
prominent 
part in the activities of the Pro­ 
gressive party. 
She was president of tho National 
Conference of charities 
and 
cor­ 
rections. 
She had great, influence and she 
exercised it all for good. 
With the outbreak of the World 
War she lout her aid to the inter­ 
national movement of women in 
the interests of pacification. 
This 
brought eritieislm upon her 
from 
some quarters but it was 
not un­ 
kindly in tone 
nolH»dy questioned 
but that her Intentions wOro of the 
best - it was simply that tier critic* 


felt the end she sought was, for th* 
time, unattainable. 
Drew No Lines. 
Following the signing 
of the 
armistice, she toured Europe on a 
Mission of morey to the war strick­ 
en people. 
She drew no 
national 
lines. 
Her view of the situation 
was epitomized in her 
comment 
concerning the 
almost, hopeless 
condition of 
the 
inhabitants 
of 
Russia.
